Parents of Torrance children 
were cautioned this week to be 
on jruard against an outbreak of 
measles in their community.

Dr. Roy 0. Gilbert, county 
health officer, warned that "Los 
Angles county is 'experiencing a 
measles year," with five times as» 
many cases as last year reported.

According to Gilbert, an attack 
of measles is seldom serious to 
healthy youngsters over 5 years 
old.

Dangerous to Children
But, "in sick children or adults 

who are not immune, or in chil­ 
dren under five, the disease may 
give vise dangerous complications 
including pneumonia, ear infec­ 
tions or kidney impairment," he 
said.

Measles may b« contracted at 
any age. The first symptoms 
usually resemble those of a cold, 
and the disease spit-ads very 
easily.
